Applicant is in receipt of the Decision on Petition mailed February 26, 2002 dismissing 
Applicant's petition to withdraw this application from issue under 37 CFR §1.313 as moot. The 
Decision on Petition asserts that the issue fee required in the Notice of Allowance was not timely 
paid and thus the application can not be withdrawn from issue.
